The Duke and Duchess of YOrlf re ¬ 
ceived a warm welcome home upoi 
their arrival at Portsmouth, June 27, 
after their six months visit lo Aus¬ 
tralia. 

The Council of the League of Na¬ 
tions decided to invite the United 
States to the^ League’s third interna¬ 
tional transit. conference at Geneva, 
Aug. 24.

Canadian employment condition* at 
the beginning of June showed a more 
favorable aspect than in any other 
month since 1920. Approximately 
<3,696 more workers were employed 
on June 1 than on May 1, 

Twenty so-called Kirghiz noblemen 
have been, arrested and banished and 
their property including some 20,000 
sheep, confiscated because of the 
former Czarist affiliations of the so- 
called noblemen.

Alaskan Peaks Named, After Fawcett 
and Simpson 

The naming of two mountains on 
the British Columbia-Alaska boundary 
in honor of two Canadians has been 
officially recognized by the United 
States Geographic Board in a recent 
decision. 

After the late Thomas Fawcett, 
D.T.S., Canadian section, a mount on 
the international boundary between 
British Coloumbia and Souheastern 
Alaska has been named Mount Faw¬ 
cett. It Is 16 miles southeast of the 
elbow of Stikine River. 

In honor of WlUlbert Simpson, 
member of the Canadian section, in¬ 
ternational boundary commission, a 
mount 6,782 feet high has been named 
Mount Wlllibert. It Is 12 miles 
southeast of the Unuk River

Along Much Money 

1 Those Reaching Winnipeg This Spring 
Had Million Dollars Says 
W. D. Robb 

“One of the striking features about 
[settlement which has taken place in 
the west during the spring of this 
j year has been the amount of capital 
held by newcomers,” stated W. D. 
j Robb, Vice-president in charge of col- 
j onization of the Canadian National 
[Railways who, with Dr. W. J. Black, 

| director of that branch of the com¬ 
pany’s affairs, arrived In Winnipeg 
I from Montreal on June 23rd. “Two 
| months ago,” said Mr. Robb, ”it was 
j estimated that more than a million 
dollars in ready cash had been jn the 
hands of settlers reaching Winnipeg 
and that amount lias necessarily Jaeon 
Increased by those arriving since. 
These people will all' be most valuable 
assets in the development of the 
country and in time will become use¬ 
ful and prosperous citizens.” 

Mr. Robb pointed out that the 
efforts of the organization had been 
directed upon family settlement work 
to a considerable degree and that this 
year It had been successful In secur¬ 
ing both from the old land and the 
United States, some of the finest 
type of settlers ever brought t 0 Can¬ 
ada. He stated that the Canadian 
National Railways had been able to 
bring In a ferdatiy increased number of 
land settlers from Denmark, Holland 
as well as from Britain and the 
States. The number from Denmiark 
alone had increased nearly three 
times over that of last year, he said. 

Attention was drawn by Mr. Robb 
to the new undertaking upon which 
the Canadian National Railways are 
embarking this year, the development 
of markets abroad for the produce of 
the farm. To stimulate this and to 
interest tho farmers directly in this 
phase of agriculture, he stated the 
company is organizating marketing 
tours to Europe, the first to leave next 
January. These are heing provided at 
a minimum cost and the farmers will 
be under the direction of.an expert 
marketing guide.

Will Revolutionize 
Telegraph System 

Exact Facsimile of Messages Possible 
by New Wlreieee Discovery 

Recent experiments by O. M. 
Wright, research worker of the Mar¬ 
coni Company, have brought appre¬ 
ciably nearer the day when message* 
will be sent by wireless and cable in 
exact facsimile of the whole message 
Instead of dots and dashes, letter by 
letter, at at present. 

The process Is an adaptation of 
that by which wireless photographs 
are being transmitted, and by thl* 
method It will be possible for whola 
pages of newspapers to bo filed at 
one end of the Mne and received in 
the form of facsimile photographs at 
the other end. , 

Under Mr. Wright’s experiments, 
messages of this kind have already 
been sent a few miles in facsimile. 

The expense of operating under 
this system has naturally not yet 
been worked out but if tho cost 
permits, the day Is not far away 
when, for 'instance, a newspaper in 
Montreal can photograph its whole 
edition page by pago and telegraph it 
to Vancouver for reproduction there. 

London newspapers could produce 
Canadian editions by simply wireless¬ 
ing or cabling photographs of the 
completed pages to a printer in Can¬ 
ada who by photo engraving process¬ 
es could speedily reproduce the pages 
there. 

Under this system an aeroplane 
observer in wartime would bo able to 
transmit from his plane to army head¬ 
quarters instantaneous pictures or 
j eqemy country and enemy activities 
It is obvious that the now system 
will revolutionize telegraphy. 

Want Increased Annual Grant 

Saskatchewan Livestock Board Ap- 
• proach Provincial Government 
An Increase of $0,000 in the annual 
grant from the provincial government 
will be asked by the Saskatchewan. 
Livestock Board, It was decided at a 
meeting held ln the Legislative build¬ 
ings, Regina, Hon. C. M. Hamilton, 
provincial minister of agriculture, 
took the matter Into consideration 
after hearing D. T. Elderkin. manager 
of the Regina exhibition, and R. VV, 
Johns, manager of the Saskatoon ex¬ 
hibition, speak in support of tho ap¬ 
plication. The board at present re¬ 
ceives a grant of $10,000. In explain¬ 
ing tho'uscs to which the extra $5,000 
would be put it was stated that $1,000 
would be used for tho board’s ex¬ 
penses and the remaining $4,000 
would be divided equally between 
Regina and Saskatoon winter fairs. 
The $10,000 grant has In the past been 
split equally between Regina and Sas¬ 
katoon winter fairs. 

That the winter fairs are essential 
to the development of the livestock 
and poultry industry of the province 
was stated in the resolution sanction¬ 
ing the request to the government 
which also added that the progress 
of the winter fairs is being handi¬ 
capped by tfll lack of funds. 

Both Mr. Elderkin and Mr. Johns,— 
in their statements indicated that the 
winter fairs had been run at a loss 
but added that they had an important 
part to play in the development of 
the livestock Industry in the province. 

It was explained that the $1,000 
sought for the expenses of the board 
included $500 In conncctiin with the 
proposal to send a livestock judging 
team, consisting of five boys, to the 
Royal Fair at Toronto. 

The various stock selection commit¬ 
tees were appointed in connection 
with the Royal wint e r show at Tor¬ 
onto and the International at'-Chicago.
